Wolves Are Wiser Than Foxes 


The wisdom of the fox is not so 
evident as the saying is widespread 
but the more I see of wolves the 
more respect I have for their intel- 
ligence, which is unique among the 
non-human inhabitants of the north. 

The second day on the new land 

I met a.wolf that came running 
toward me at first, for he could not 
fail to mistake me at a distance for 
a caribou, but when he got within 
two hundred yards and could see 
more plainly he realized my strange- 
ness, and, what is truly remarkable, 
inferred that I might be dangerous. 
This wolf could certainly never 
have seen a human before, and the 
only dark thing of size comparable 
to mine that he had ever seen must 
have been either a caribou or musk- 
ox. The caribou are his prey, and 
while he seldom kills a muskox he 
at least has no reason to fear that 
exceptionally clumsy and slow mov- 
ing animal, 
' But at two hundred yards this 
wolf paused and, after a good look 
that satisfied him that I was some- 
thing new in his experience, com- 
mencrd to circle me at that distance 
to get my wind. When he got it 
it took him but a sniff or two and 
he was off ai top speed. 

The similarly unsophisticated 
foxes of this region will commonly 
run within 10 or 15 yards of you 
and follow you around for miles, 
barking like a toy dog following a 
pedestrian. —Vilhjalmur Stefansson 
in Harper’s.

-| otherwise unproductive lands of 


Arctic and sub-Arctic Canada. 
here are millions ot acres in Yu- 
kon, and much more in Mackenzie 
| River and beyond, eminently suited 
to this purpose, and these so-called 
"barren lands" could be made to 
yield an unlimited supply of food, 
and to add enormously tothe leather 
goods industries of our land. There 
is no kind of winter clothing which 
for lightness and warmth can hold 
a candle to the hair-tanned rein- 
deer skin. The Eskimos of the 
coast hold them in great esteem, 
both on account of their extreme 
lightness, and cold excluding qual- 
ities, but also for their beanty. 
It may be remembered some of the 
airmen returning from Nome were 
clad in such skins, and they would 
prove a great boou for the fliers in 
the low temperatures of high alti- 
tudes. 

Many of the Siberian and Alas- 
kan reindeer are piebald and the 
hair has almost the quality of fur, 
and will wear two or three times as 
long as the hair-tanned caribou 
skins, as the hair of the latter is 
coarse and brittle and sheds quickly. 

Ter tative efforts are being tried 
by the Government in the region 
about Hudson’s Bay, but the rapid 
increase of the Alaskan herds would 
seem to warrant a much further ex- 
tension of the industry. 

The Eskimos, who are naturally 
an ambitious people, could be use- 
tully and congenially employed in 
the care and extension of the herds, 
and might fill up considerable areas 
of the great uninhabited regions 
between the provinces and the Arc- 
tic. 

It is proposed to capture a large 
number of young caribou bulls to 
improve the breed of the domestic 
berds. The converse might also 
be applied with benefit. If a num- 
ber of domestic bulls could he lib- 
erated wi @ wild herds of a së- 
lected region, it would work fora 
great improvement, both in the 
quality of meat, and in the suita- 
bility of skins for clothing. 

Many regions once overrun with 
caribou, are now known to have 
few or none, and the Native food 
supply is precarious, and the im- 
port of ‘‘white man’s grub and 
clothes” has done more than any 
other one thing to lower the stam- 
ina of the Native populations. 

This is a subject about which the 
Government should make zealous 
inquiry, and seek to encourage it 
against the time when the explora- 
tion of oil and other mineral re- 
sources shall greatly increase the 
population of the lands of the

HERDS. IN HISTORY 


Season Just Closed on Prib- 
ilof Islands — One of 
Best in Years 





SEATTLE — The season just 
closed on the Pribilof islands was 
marked by the advent of the 
greatest seal herd ever seen on 
the islands, since the Government 
took charge of the seal industry, 
the census of the herd this year 
showing a total of 1,500,000 seals 
on the islands. The skins of the 
seals killed this year are still on 
the islands and if the Saturn suc- 
ceeds in landing her way through 
the ice floes she will probably 
bring the furs back to Seattle. 


SIBERIA YIELDS 
MANY FINE FURS 


SEATTLE— Small craft return- 
ing from northern Alaska ports 
and the adventurous tradesmen 
who bartered goods for pelts on 
the Siberian shores across the 
Bering sea from American terri- 
tory, are bringing many high- 
grade pelts to Seattle, where they 
are disposed of at sales to fur 
merchants of America, England 
and France by the Hibbard-Swen- 
son company of this city. At 
their recent sale, more than 
$400,000 worth of high-grade furs 
were sold.

WHY LAMB AND MINT SAUCE 


Engilish Writer Goes Far Back te 
Trace Custom So Popular in 
That Country. 





Lamb is the only meat with which 
mint sauce is partaken, and England is 
the only country where the custom is 
practiced. 

The latter fact seems to disprove the 
idea that it originated with the Jews, 
else it would have been adopted in 
other countries where the race predom- 
{nates to an even greater extent than 
in our own. Hence, also, it could not 
have originated or been associated 
with the “bitter herbs” which were 
eaten with the Paschal lamb. 

When one remembers what ‘are the 
vegetables usually eaten with lamb, we 
get a clue to mint sauce, And it is 
one that leads us to what Is probably 
the true reason of its combination with 
lamb. New potatoes and green pens 
are the adjuncts immemorial time has 
led us to associate with the flesh of 
the lamb. These, our forbears de- 
cided, were provocative of indigestion, 
and therefore an adjunct must be in- 
troduced to correct this tendency. 
Mint during all ages has been asso- 
ciated with such an office. The Latin 
poets have broken into song regarding 
its merits, and the giver of a feast 
never thought of laying the meat on 
the table until the boards had been 
scoured with this herb. So, in addi- 
tion to being a corrective, mint had a 
reputation as an appetizer. Gerarde 
says, “The smell of mint doth stir up 
the mind and the taste to a greedy 
desire of meat.”—London Tit-Bits. 


FOODS NO LONGER IN USE 


Vegetables and Meats, Familiar in the 
Middie Ages, Have Disappeared 
From Modern Menu. 





If the art of cooking has declined, 
It is In part due to the changing fash- 
fons in food. For instance, in Ger- 
many in the middle ages many vege- 
tables were eaten which have long 
since disappeared from the table, such 
ar violet leaves, mixed with young net- 
tles, and green wheat, and boiled hemp 
seed. Salads were made of mallow 
leaves, celery roots, and purslane, 
mixed with salt and pepper, for oll was 
almost unknown, Olive ofl was con- 
sidered to smack of effeminacy and 
Italian luxury. Horseradish sauce 
was used instead. 

The origin of sauerkraut is lost in 
antiquity. But it was certainly made 
by the German hausfrau long before 
cauliflowers or artichokes or potatoes 
were known. The potato revolution- 
ized the fare of the poor, who had for- 
merly to rely on the roots of wild 
plants. The variety of meats was 
larger, including beavers, and in Berne 
bears were kept for food. Spices and 
aromatics were much sought after and 
far more used for cooking. Ginger 
and nutmegs were used to flavor many 
dishes that have now vanished from 
oul tables. 


Honored His Great Foe. 

The Crystal palace, home of the 
British Imperial War museum, was the 
scene in its earliest infancy of a touch- 
ing incident apparently unrecorded by 
any of Wellington’s biographers. Ac- 
cording to “Le Palais de Cristal,” a 
French weekly published in London at 
the time of the great exhibition, “one 
day in April, when our workmen were 
busily engaged unpacking exhibits in 
the French section, the duke of Wel- 
lington appeared, in company with his 
daughter, the marchioness of Douro. 
He was expressing his interest in sev- 
eral products of French industry, when 
the workmen happened to open a case 
containing a statue of Napoleon. The 
duke stopped his conversation, re- 
moved his hat, and bowed his head. It 
was easy to see, both by the attitude 
of his body and the expression of his 
face, that the old soldier was deeply 
moved. There fell upon all present one 
of those deep spells of silence which 
imply more than an ocean of words.” 


Maritime Omelettes, 

The “Pele Mele” (Paris) states in 
a recent Issue that the eggs of the dog- 
fish possess all the nutritive qualities 
of ordinary farm eggs. Until lately, 
the dog-fish was quite neglected by 
fishermen and flung back into the sea 
as worthless, but today the fish is be 
ing actively sought by ships specially 
fitted for this class of fishing. The 
eggs of the dog-fish are frequently 
found as large as hens’ eggs. 

Tortoise eggs are considered a great 
delicacy, and make excellent omelettes, 
They are, however, understood to be 
not adapted for boiling; the white of 
the egg does not harden as in the or 
dinary breakfast-table egg.
